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DETAILED ACTION 



The indicated allowability of claims 2-4 and 6-10 is withdrawn in view of the 
newly discovered references to Hrynewycz, Usry, and Loeb. Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bidirectional optical 
isolator, Schmidt trigger, and processor must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the claimed 
Schmidt trigger inverting buffer is not described in the specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim, or amend the claim to further limit the previous claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Usry. 
The Usry reference discloses an apparatus comprising an optical isolator 72, a 
Schmidt trigger (see col. 4, line 63), and a processor 32. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hrynewycz in view of Loe. 

The Hrynewycz reference discloses a flow control system comprising a signal 
controller (at the end of leads 84 opposite the valve) and a bistable lever valve 
comprising a flux bracket 80, a coil 83, a valve seat 58, an input tube 59, an armature 
73, a closing member 75, and a magnet 75, but remains silent as to the details of the 
converter. However, the Loe reference discloses a valve controller including a 
converter for transforming a unipolar signal to a bipolar signal for improved control of 
the valve. It would have been obvious to employ a converter which transforms a 
unipolar signal to a bipolar signal in the signal controller of the Hrynewycz device for 
improved control of the valve. Regarding claim 9, the claimed method is inherently 
performed during the normal use of the modified Hrynewycz device. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hrynewycz in view of Loe as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of Loeb. 

The Loe reference discloses a converter as discussed supra, but remains silent 
as to the details of the converter. However, the Loeb reference discloses a similar 
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converter including an optical isolator and Schmidt trigger (see col. 4, first paragraph). 
It would have been obvious to select the use of an optical isolator and Schmidt trigger 
as the signal converter of the modified Hrynewycz device in view of Loeb among the 
known signal converters as a matter of design choice as any such signal converter 
would work equally well in the modified Hrynewycz device. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Tew reference discloses a device with a converter 
comprising an optical isolator and a Schmidt trigger (see col. 4, lines 62-67).
